TREASURY  DEPARTM^^NT, 

Ana'apolis,  1st  February,  1847. 
To  the  Honorable^  tfie  House  nf  D3k'gotcs : 

In  campliancc  with  the  order  of  tijc  House  of  the  ISlh  ult., 
reqnirin;^  ihc  Treasurer  "lo  furnish  the  names  of  all  agents  of 
foreign  insuratice  campiinies  wiio  havu  taken  out  licenses  in  this- 
Slate,  togethei  with  the  naines  of  the  securiiies  on  the  bond?  of 
said  agents,  and  that  he  slate  which  of  the  said  agents  have  made 
returns  lu  the  Treasurer,  what  amounts  lias  been  paid  by  tliem 
since  the  date  of  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  wh<ither  any  mea- 
sures have  boon  taken  to  compel  payment  from  delinquents." 
He  submits  the  accompanying  slaXenv-'nt,  which  gives  the  names 
of  all  the  agents  who  have  made  iclurns  or  puyn>cnt5  to  ihc  Trea- 
sur}' ;  the  n;'.mes  of  (he  securities  on  all  the  bonds  which  are  filed 
therein  ;  all  the  payments  mads  by  ihcm  respectively  :  as  also  the 
amount  paid  since  the  dale  of  the  Trciisurer's  Report. 

This  sialement  sliows  that  several  of  them  are  in  arrears,  and 
that  one,  though  lie  has  paid  for  the  last  year,  has  failed  to  make 
return  or  payment  for  (he  three  preceding  year".  This  fact  has 
been  communicaleil  to  the  Attorney  General,  with  a  request  tha^ 
he  would  enquire  into  the  cause  of  failure,  and  institute  such  mea- 
sures as  ho  might  think  the  case  required.

Treasury,  Annapolis  Febiuary  8ih,  1847. 
To  the  Honorable ,  the  House  of  Delegates : 

The  Treasurer  has  lonnd  Gfreat  ditliciiUy  in  his  attempt  to  give 
a  satisfactory  answer  to  the  fiist  query  in  the  order  of  the  House,  oi 
the  29th  uUimo,  viz  : 

What  was  tlie  balance  of  ordinary  revenue  remaining  in  the 
Treasury  unappropriated,  on  the  Ist  of  December,  1840,  '1,  '2, 
'3,  '4,  '5  and  'G,  severally  ? 

The  means  of  the  Treasury  having  been,  throughout  that 
whole  period,  inadequate  to  pay  all  the  demands  upon  it,  there 
could  not,  strictly  speaking,  have  been  any  unappropriated  ba- 
lance, at  ihe  periods  designated,  remaining  in  the  I'roasury. 

The  Treasurer  therefore  inferred,  as  he  has  since  learned  from 
the  gentleman  who  introduced   the  order,  that    the  object  of  the 
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
